TO  THE  TRADE: 

We  have  reserved  this  space  in  which  to  say  a few  words  regarding  the  exceptional 
value  of  the  stock,  particularly  the  ornamental  varieties,  offered  in  this  list. 

It  will  be  noted  that  we  offer  a very  splendid  assortment  of  Coniferous,  Broad  Leaved 
Evergreens,  and  Deciduous,  Ornamental  Stock  in  specimen  sizes,  from  our  Birmingham 
Nurseries.  This  stock  represents,  we  believe,  one  of  the  best  plantings  in  the  South,  if  not 
in  the  entire  country,  and  is  suitable  for  the  highest  class  trade. 

All  of  these  items  have  been  grown  with  a view  of  having  the  plants  reach  perfection  of 
growth,  without  consideration  of  costs.  We  believe  there  is  a need,  and  a demand  for  just 
such  high  class  stock,  and  in  considering  this  list  we  ask  that  you  bear  in  mind  that  such 
stock  has  much  greater  value  to  the  ultimate  consumer  than  where  produced  with  a view  of 
keeping  costs  as  low  as  possible  to  secure  orders  on  a competitive  basis. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  Ornamentals  of  the  Coniferous  and  Broad  Leaved 
Evergreen  Classes  are  shipped  with  a ball  of  earth  about  the  roots  and  therefore  may  be 
successfully  planted  later  in  the  season  than  the  deciduous  classes.  Also  that  our  complete 
stock  of  ornamental  varieties  enables  us  to  furnish  complete  lists  so  that  all  stock  needed 
for  extensive  plantings  may  be  included  in  one  shipment  on  one  order,  with  a minimum 
amount  of  expense  and  trouble  to  the  purchaser. 

Items  grown  in  Birmingham  are  indicated  by  prefixed  letter  “B”.  Those  grown  both 
in  Huntsville  and  Birmingham  are  indicated  by  letters  “H.  B.”  Shipments  will  be  made 
from  either  place  as  may  be  most  convenient.  Where  no  prefixed  letters  occur  it  is  to  be 
understood  that  these  items  will  be  shipped  from  Huntsville. 

We  urge  that  all  orders  be  placed  at  once  so  that  prompt  shipment  may  be  made  and 
ample  time  allowed  for  delays  that  may  be  experienced  on  account  of  present  transportation 
conditions.

CASH  or  satisfactory  reference,  with  sufficient  time  to  investigate  before  shipment,  is  invaria- 
bly required  of  parties  unknown  to  us.  To  responsible,  prompt  paying  parties,  we  will 
extend  usual  time  for  payment. 

REMITTANCES  should  be  made  by  Draft  on  New  York,  Chicago,  or  St.  Louis,  or  by  Ex- 
press or  Postal  Money  Order. 

CLAIMS  for  damages  or  deficiencies  to  receive  consideration  must  be  made  promptly  upon 
receipt  of  goods. 

RATES  apply  as  follows : When  10  trees  and  not  over  50  are  ordered,  the  price  will  be  2 34 
cents  per  tree  more  than  the  price  per  100.  Orders  for  50  trees  or  more  up  to  300,  when 
not  less  than  10  trees  of  each  variety,  will  be  charged  for  at  the  price  per  100.  Orders 
for  300  trees  or  more,  when  not  less  than  10  trees  of  each  variety,  will  be  charged  for  at 
the  price  per  1000. 

TELEGRAMS — Use  Nurserymen’s  Telegraphic  Code,  copy  of  which  we  will  mail  upon  re- 
quest. In  connection  with  this  we  give  a cipher  word  in  Italics  for  each  grade.  When 
this  cipher  word  is  used  either  in  mail  or  telegraphic  orders  no  other  description  of  the 
stock  is  necessary. 

PACKING — We  believe  we  excel  others  in  the  manner  of  handling  stock.  This  is  due  largely 
to  personal  experience  and  supervision.  We  pack  to  insure  contents  from  drying  or  freez- 
ing, even  though  the  shipment  be  delayed  in  transit.
